New Jersey ’s Supreme Court struek a blow for free­ 
dom when it ruled as follows in the case of a girl 
charged with vagraney : “It is not an offense to wear 
blue overalls or to ride by gratuitous rides from Ban 
gor, Me., to Florida, or to sleep in a truck, or to pick 
potatoes in one or another part of the country , or. with 
$14 in pocket, to be tem porarily out of employ ment on 
the way from completion of one job to the search for 
another." 
Thus is reaffirm ed a condition every American 
hopes will alway s prevail In this country —th a t every 
person has the right to go when and where he pleases 
and by whatever means he chooses as long as he doesn't 
interfere with the safety or comfort of others. 


Who Say s So? 
Not since the power lobby showered Congress with 
telegrams and mail more than 10 y ears ago has there 
been such a dem onstration as labor unionists are stag­ 
ing to stop labor reform legislation 
This does not question their right to petition Con­ 
gress It does not question their right to stir public 
opinion, even to the ex tent of having the m ay or of 
New York go on the air with a name-calling speech 
It does question the propriety , or rather the wisdom, 
of making the pending legislation seem to be some 
sort of Armageddon for labor, because it Isn't. It Ls 
no more Armageddon for legitimate unionism than 
the issue over abuses by public utilities was Armaged­ 
don for the power industry . 
Ex trem ists are alway s ready and eager to m isrep­ 
resent the moderates in tills country . There m ust be 
a great many members of unions wondering w hat all 
the ex citem ent’s about—why so much of their money 
Is being spent to block a legislative proposal th at ls 
intruded only to keep union leadership from hanging 
Itself in too much rope 
Is the uproar to save labor unionism as one of the 
pillars of the American republic, or Is to save certain 
labor unionists who have been using the pillar for their 
own selfish purposes?

There's No Question 
Prejudice disguised as 
“practical considerations' 
Is the only thing that ran bar America’s traditional 
open-door to displaced persons who would be adm itted 
under a proposal pending in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
There can be no question, opart from prejudice, 
about adm itting as many as possible of these displaced 
persons to refuge in this country , if they seek it. Mast 
of them are Catholics and Jews whose religious and 
political principles got them into trouble with the gov- 
• em inent of Russia Their claim to sy m pathy and as­ 
sistance is unassailable 
'Hie only reasons the United States could give for 
not m aking the simple adjustm ents In its immigration 
quoins th a t would admit them are unworthy of Ameri­ 
can principles, or contrary to national ex perience with 
imm igration in the past. It isn’t being suggested that 
ex isting bars to immigration be lowered—only that 
certain quotas be shifted Quotas now in effect haven't 
been filled for m any y ears. 
The United S tates has a chance to prove its de­ 
votion to preserving the rights of Individuals against 
totalitarian threats, a chance th a t m ight mean more 
in the long run th an the Trum an Doctrine for pre­ 
serving the rights of governments, 


II Wasn't Such a Hot Idea 
The third-party mischief m aking Democrats sweat 
goes back inside their own party to some elegant m as­ 
term inding by th e Roosevelt faction after the 1932 
election. 
It was decided then that the soreheads deserting 
th e discredited Republicans should be taken in by the 
Dem ocratic party and Harold fckes and W allace were 
chosen as sy mbolic refugees. They were seated at the 
party table, at the ex pense of regular Democrats, and 
toadied to publicly for the effect on dissidents In all 
p arts of the country . It was a shrewd stroke of business 
Every body adm ired it, ex cept regular Democrats who 
wondered how deep the loy alty of a W allace would be 
In an acid test. 
Wallace, Ickcs and the followers who went for their

ed the end Things never were the same thereafter. 
Today , they are distinctly different. Wallace, Ickes 
and all the others have turned on their “friends " 
Mr. T rum an cam e by his third-party trouble hon­ 
estly . It belongs in the family , one of the most unwel­ 
come chickens that ever came hom e to roost on the 
perch of political ex pediency —a memorial to an era 
in which Tommy the Cork used to say the main idea 
w as “hit ’em in the jugular."

posure to cold, these fibrous tissues 
m ay 
become 
ex trem ely 
painful, 
causing 
the condition 
known 
as 
Hbrositis. Since the affected tissues 
are especially num erous around the 
joints, such an attack Is quite likely 
to be m istaken for rheum atism . 
C ontributing Causes 
While we do not know the ex act 
cause of fibrositis. we are sure th a t 
cold, sudden chilling, dampness, and I 
changes in the w eather can act, as 
the trigger which sets off an a t­ 
tack 
Unrecognized 
Injuries m ay 
act in the same way . O ther possible 
causes are infections elsewhere in 
the body , as in the teeth, tonsils 
or sinuses. 
According to Dr. W illiam Tegner 
of London, England, it has also 
been suggested th a t fatty tissue in 
or under fibrous tissue may in some 
cases become edematous, th at is, 
fluids may collect in the fats This 
causes pressure and may lead to 
fibrositis. 
Lower P art of Rack 
Fibrositis occurs particularly in 
the lower part of the back, in the 
buttocks, around the shoulders and 
the neck Acute flbrasitls comes on 
suddenly , 
w ithout 
any 
warning 
sy mptoms, sometimes a lte r ex po­ 
sure to cold, dam p or tem perature 
changes. It may also follow strain 
and ex ertion. Pain in the affected 
area may start on movement, and Is 
relieved by rest and warm th. 
In some cases it may be so severe 
as to incapacitate the patient. The 
muscles m ay be tense or contracted. 
Whole areas of muscles may be very 
painful when pressed on. 
Making a Diagnosis 
As a general rule, it is not diffi­ 
cult to make diagnosis of acute fi­ 
brositis However, the condition may 
be chronic, th at Ls. long continued. 
In such instances, the pain is less 
severe but more persistent than in 


the acute disorder. It is also re ­ 
lieved by rest and w arm th but wjjen 
tiie patient gets up and moves about 
after resting, the p ain may be worse 
th an before. 
The patient also com plains of pain 
and stiffness in getting up in the 
m orning or after resting in a chair. 
G radually after m ore activity , th e 
pain disappears and does not re ­ 
turn so long as he moves about. 


An effort should be made to find 
and elim inate infection in the teeth, 
tonsils, sinuses and elsewhere in 
the body .

In chronic fibrositis, heat, m as­ 
sage and injections also are helpful.
